REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The appended map shows the location of places (226 in number) 
to which books were sent from the State Library from February 9, 
1914, to September 30, 1914. It is to be regretted that this record 
was not kept from October 1, 1913, as some of our busiest months 
are not included. It will be seen that even in this short period 
(a scant eight months) only six counties are not represented. 
Some of these are known to have borrowed during the preceding 
four months but did not happen to do so during the period under 
observation. The actual number of borrowings was much more 
than 226, as many of the places received help more than once. The 
circulation during the last year has increased more than in any 
previous year, though it has not yet attained the point to which 
we hope to bring it. The extension of the parcel post to books is 
a great help towards rendering the resources of the library acces- 
sible to residents in the State, particularly those living on rural 
routes, and a comparison of the statistics of October, 1914, with 
those of the same month in 1913 shows that citizens of the State 
are availing themselves of the lowered transportation rate. 

During the biennium 1908-10 we circulated over the State 6,900 
books to 3,868 borrowers. The average number of different places 
to which books were sent weekly was 13. Last year alone, 1913-14, 
we loaned 7,340 books to 3,909 borrowers, and the number of places 
averaged 28 weekly. Yet the Reference Department still consists 
of but two persons. Temporary help has been provided during 
the busiest months, but provision should be made for another 
permanent assistant. This would allow us more time to care for 
the clipping file, which makes up, to a large extent, for the lack of 
books, and would also do away with the necessity of training a new 
pi*i-son each year, who only reaches her full usefulness just wluai 
slie is obliged to leave. We wish to stand for quick and accurate 
service, but with the numbers of requests that are showered upon 
us, it is impossible for only two persons to keep very near this 
ideal. From the nature of the situation, we cannot come into 
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personal contact with many of our patrons. We depend largely 
upon printed lists to convey to various classes of persons the fact 
that the State Library can help them. We have, within the last 
two years, issued a school number of the State Library Bulletin, 
succeeded by three little circulars, one a list of books for ministers, 
one of educational works for teachers, and an outline of Indiana 
history. This last was followed by a number of brief discussions 
of each main division in the outline. The whole library very gener- 
ously cooperated with us in the preparation of these leaflets, and 
they seem to be filling a need, judging by the requests we have 
have had for them. These publications have had gratifying results 
in the way of patronage, and we hope to continue the same plan 
in the future.

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CATALOGING DEPARTMENT. 

The statistical report of this department shows that within the 
biennial period ending September 30, 1914, there were 1,252 more 
accessions and 8,436 more items cataloged than during the pre- 
ceding biennium. 

Owing to this increase more time has been devoted to current 
work and less to special. 

We have completed the collation of the Indiana newspapers. 
The Logansport papers from the Lasselle and Biddle collections 
have been bound, but are yet practically inaccessible because of 
lack of shelf space. There are a great many papers stored in the 
basement, which ought to be bound and properly cared for, but 
this is impossible until provision is made for larger quarters. 

We have given particular attention toward completing certain 
files of publications, especially among the federal and state docu- 
ments. 

Through the courtesy of the Indiana State Board of Agricul- 
ture, there has been deposited in the State Library a card index 
of experiment station literature compiled in the office of Experi- 
ment Stations of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. This is 
an index to all publications of the different state experiment sta- 
tions, and in this connection we have put forth a special effort to 
have added to our shelves the reports, bulletins and circulars which 
were lacking and have succeeded in getting a fairly complete file. 

We were (juite fortunate in getting this Index, because it makes 
available much valuable agricultural material, for which we have 
frequent calls, and saves us the work of making the analytical 
cards. 

We have begun the revision of the Indiana section, this being 
done in co-operation with the Department of Indiana History and 
Archives. The purpose of this work is to make this collection as 
complete as possible in the material which properly belongs in the 
Indiana section and to eliminate that which does not. During the 
past summer special attention has been given to Indiana college and 
university publications. 

All complete files are being bound as soon as completed. A 
continuation of this work will be the special work of the Cataloging 
department for the next biennium. 
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The Library of Congress cards for the depository catalog are 
being received constantly and their filing is kept up to date as 
nearly as possible. 

The Indiana Acadamy of Science library has been cataloged 
and almost all the cards have been filed in our catalog. 

New material is being cataloged as it is received.

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DEPARTMENT OF INDIANA HISTORY AND ARCHIVES. 

The Act approved March 6, 1913, concerning the organization 
of the departments of the State Library provided for the creation 
of a Department of Indiana History and Archives. This act pro- 
vides that the Department of Indiana History and Archives shall 
have the following objects and purposes: 

*'l. The care and custody of official archives which come into 
the possession of the state library ; the collection of materials bear- 
ing upon the history of the state and of the territory included 
therein; the diffusion of knowledge in reference to the history 
of the state; the encouragement of historical work and research. 

^'2. The examination and classification of documents and 
records not of present day use to their respective departments. 

**3. Co-operation with any of the educational institutions of 
the state in any manner approved by the state librarian, with the 
consent of the library board." 

The Act also provides that **Any state, county, or other official 
is hereby authorized and empowered at his discretion, to turn over 
to the state library for permanent preservation by the department 
of Indiana history and archives, any official books, records, docu- 
ments, original papers, newspaper files and printed books and 
material, not in current use in his office." 

In accordance with this Act, the Department was formally inau- 
gurated October 1, 1913, with Harlow Lindley, who had already 
been associated with the work, as Director, and Miss Esther U. 
McNitt as Assistant. 

During the first year of its existence the energies of the 
Department have been directed especially to organizing and 
making available materials, already in the possession of the State 
Library, which bear directly on the State's history. The Depart- 
ment has cataloged 1,809 manuscripts relating to Indiana and has 
secured and made available 1,676 newspaper clippings. 

Because of the peculiar value of local newspapers in historical 
work, the Department has given all the attention possible to the 
indexing of the older newspapers of the State. The Western Sun, 
the oldest newspaj)er in the State, has been carefully indexed from 
its beginning in July, 1807, to November, 1818. Because of its 
great value, the index of this file is being nuide very complete, 
containing practically everything in the papers. The following 
newspapers of the State have been indexed so far as historical 
material relating to Indiana is concerned:

It is the plan of the Department to carry forward the work of 
newspaper indexing just as rapidly as possible. 

An effort has been made to secure at least one representative 
newspaper from each county in the State, to be permanently pre- 
served by the Library. The response has been very gratifying 
and at present only four counties are not so represented. 

Many requests for information have come to the Department 
during the year and 911 letters have been written in reply to these 
and in regard to other matters concerning the State's history. 
There have been sent out 500 letters asking for the cooperation 
of individuals, clubs, and societies, interested in the preservation 
of the history of Indiana. In addition, the Department has issued 
7,225 items of circular material consisting of bulletins, centennial 
circulai's, etc. 

Through the generosity of Mrs. Sarah A. Wrigley of Richmond, 
the Department was enabled to distribute sixty copies of John 
Finley's ^^The Hoosier's Nest, and Other Poems'' to the leading 
libraries of the State.

7. The copying from the Western Sun of the Journal of the 
Legislative Council of Indiana Territory, begun September 26, 
1808. 

8. A special effort to secure all available material relating to 
tlui colleges and universities in the State. 

The Department has cooperated in historical activities with the 
American Historical Association, the Mississippi Valley Historical 
Association, and the Ohio Valley Historical Association. 

A number of gifts have been secured by the Department for 
the State Library, among which are an original manuscript copy 
of John Finley^s ^^Hoosier's Nest," the gift of Mrs. Sarah A. 
Wrigley of Richmond, and an autograph letter of John Hampden 
of England, dated Oct. 31, 1642, the gift of Mrs. Narcissa Jenkin- 
son of Richmond. 

In response to the invitation extended to all persons desiring 
information on (juestions of Indiana history, many inquiries have 
been received and given due attention. In this connection, a 
department of reference questions concerning Indiana has been 
established. Undoubtedly this phase of the work is one of most 
vital concern to all interested in the history of Indiana, and it is 
hoped that sufficient provision will be made for the Department, 
as will make possible the employment of additional help for this 
particular work. 

The Depart nient is anxious to cooperate with any indiviihials, 
institutions, or liistoi-ical societies to further common interests, as 
well as to locate and secure, when possible, any material bearing 
upon the history of Indiana. 
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The State Library is in a position to administer sueh material 
to l)etter advantage to the people of the State than any other 
institution or agency and it is desirable that the historical materials 
be collected together for tlie good of all lather tlian tliat th^y l)e 
scattered and be made difficult of access. 



ACADEMY OF SCIENCE AGREEMENT. 

The Academ}^ of Science collection comprises reports from sci- 
entific societies and museums in nearly every country in the world ; 
publications of the scientific associations in the United States; 
miscellaneous scientific works of all sorts. By an agreement with 
the Academy this collection is now in our cataloger's hands, and 
it is ready for reference. The terms of the agreement were sub- 
mitted to the State Library Board and accepted. The agreement 
covers the following points: 

The State Library shall organize and catalog the Academy 
collection, except the United States Government publications which 
are duplicates. Complete volumes shall be bound at the expense 
of the Library. Incomplete sets shall be filled out as far as prac- 
ticable — by exchange if possible. A separate card catalog shall 
be made. If the Academy ever removes the collection it shall pay 
the library for the outlay in binding. The copies of the repiorts of 
the Academy of Science shall be distributed to its members at the 
Academy's expense; the library shall pay for the distribution to 
libraries and institutions. The volumes may be taken from the 
library by the members of the Academy, but used by the general 
public as reference works only. 

Six months ' notice may terminate the agreement.

The Librarian wishes to call the attention of the public to the 
availability of the State Library as a depository. Newspaper files, 
valuable records, manuscripts and letters w^iich thrown light upon 
the history of the State or the United States, should be deposited 
in the library. They are thus open to use by the public and serve 
a great purpose ; and, secondly, they are not subject to the danger 
of fire. The future historian will use all this material as his 
sources, and therefore none of it should be destroyed. The Libra- 
rian appeals to all citizens to presei^ve early records of every sort, 
and if possible deposit them in the State Library, where they will 
be not merely safe but also useful. Due credit will always be 
given on our records of gifts and deposits. 



BOOKS FOR THE BLIND. 

The library now has six hundred and forty-one volumes in 
embossed type. There have been 'during the biennial period some 
purchases and gifts. The largest gift came from the Xavier So- 
ciety, New York. The books in embossed type are (juite expensive, 
so that not many books have been purchased. The State Library, 
however, can easily afford to purchase some of these books. The 
list includes volumes in history, biography and general literature. 

For the last two years the library has loaned an average of 
twenty volumes per month. They are loaned to the blind on the 
same terms as books are now loaned to other citizens. The Post- 
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master- General, under his order number 541, June 2, 1904, per- 
mitted the carriage of books in embossed type through the mails 
free of charge. This has been a very great convenience and bless- 
ing to the blind. There are still some blind persons in the State 
who do not know of these privileges. It has been the effort of the 
Librarian to make known the fact that these books are here and 
may be so readily loaned to blind readers. 

It is unfortunate that the blind are taught to read so many 
distinct alphabets. Many of the older readers can not use the 
newer styles. The library is compelled, therefore, to purchase 
books in all the alphabets. This means duplication, but it can not 
be prevented. It is greatly to be desired that the schools settle 
upon one style of type and that all persons be taught the one 
alphabet. 

THE LIBRARY, SCHOOLS AND CLUBS. 

It is the purpose of the Librarian to bring about a more perfect 
connection between the library and the schools and school men. 
We want this to be the place where superintendents, principals and 
pupils may send for assistance in making references and obtaining 
information about books. We are ready to purchase books on edu- 
cational subjects, especially technical works which may be inacces- 
sible in smaller libraries. During Xhe last two years many books, 
have been purchased and some assistance given to the teachers of 
the State. Our desire is to continue and enlarge this field of work. 

The aim is to make the State Library the center for books to all 
the school people of the State, and we ask them, therefore, to com- 
municate with this library and make known their wants. The staff 
is composed of college-trained people whose business it is to know 
books and where to find things about books. The library is the 
servant of the public school men. 

We are ready to assist the literary clubs of the State. The 
reference department has classified the club programs now in the 
library in order that they may be consulted more conveniently. If 
programs are sent to us, the reference librarian "will send reference 
lists of books or magazine articles which we will purchase if neces- 
sai-y. Assistance will be given, too, in pre[)aring i)rograms. Dur- 
ing the past two yeai*s many of the literary organizations in the 
State have asked us for help, which we have gladly given. We wish 
to make this as broad as i)ossible and to include all organizations 
which are engaged in any kind of study or investigation. The 
library is their servant also. 
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PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 

The library receives from nearly all the States their official 
reports in exchange for Indiana documents. The matter of ex- 
change ha*s been in some confusion, but recently the Association of 
State Libraries took up the subject for investigation. Tt is now 
known more definitely what States will exchange. For the benefit 
of officials and the public in general, this library wants all the re- 
ports from all the States, and is;trying to secure them. We cata- 
log and shelve these reports so that they are ready for reference 
at all times. In general they cover the same field as the Indiana 
documents, and are of great value to the investigator. 

The United States documents are received by the State Library 
as a depository. All that are published by the Federal Government 
are received in this library, cataloged and shelved. The govern- 
ment supplies an index. These documents are extensively used. 
They belong to the government and must remain in the library. 
It would be better if they could be loaned. An effort to secure this 
privilege will be made eventually. 



THE CLEARING HOUSE FOR MAGAZINES. 

The State Library has thousands of magazines, otherwise wholly 
useless, which it will exchange w^th local libraries. In our ex- 
changes we take no account of numbei*s in balancing accounts with 
co-operating libraries; we accept all they desire to send that they 
cannot use, and we give all we have that are wanted by the co-oper- 
ating library. 

EXAMINATIONS FOR POSITIONS. 

The merit system has been established for many years in the 
Indiana State Library. Section ten of the Library Law says: 
**The Library Board shall formulate rules and regulations for the 
care and management of the Library.'' In accordance with this 
re([uirement, and because the Librarian believes that the merit 
system s(»cures the best results, he asked the board to adopt cer- 
tain regulations requiring a competitive test before a permanent 
position on the staff could be obtained. The following are the 
regulations : 
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1. First Class qualifications, positions and salaries. 

T. Qualifications for api)ointment. 

1. The applic-ant must be a graduate of a reputable college or 

university. 

2. The applicant must be a graduate of a reputable library 

school or in lieu thereof shall have been formally in- 
structed and experienced in a modern, well-managed 
library. 

3. The applicant must possess good physical health, and neat 

personal appearance, and pleasing personality. 
II. Positions open to first class assistants. 

1. Head of the reference department. 

2. Head of the catalog department. 

3. Head of department of history and archives. 

4. General assistant, if such position should ever be created. 

5. The head of any department which shall in the future be 

created that shall demand college scholarship and te<h- 
nical training. 
III. Salaries in first class. 

1. Assistants in this class shall receive salaries ranging from 
eleven hundred to two thousand dollars per year where 
not fixed by statute. 

2. Second Class qualifications, 'positions and salaries. 

I. Qualifications. 

1. Scholarship not less than that signified by the first two years 

of standard college course, and even this shall not be 
acceptable when a college graduate can be secured. 

2. Technical training to the degree of graduation from a- repu- 

table library training school, or in lieu thereof not less 
than one year of instruction and experience in a modern, 
well-conducted library. 

0. The applicant must possess good physical health and neat 

personal appearance, and pleasing personality. 
Note. — It shall be deemed unwise to appoint any one to 
positions 1, 2 or 3, in the second class, that would not 
be eligible to promotion to the first class in case o va- 
cancy should occur in the first class ; but if such appoint- 
ment shall seem temporarily necessary, it shall be con- 
sidered only temporary and to be changed as soon as 
opportunity permits. 
II. l*ositions open to second class assistants. 

1. Assistant reference librarian. 

2. Assistant c^talogers. 

3. Head of the oflice department. 

III. Salaries from seven hundred and twenty to nine hundred and sixty 

dollai*s per year. 

3. Third Class qualifications, positions and salaries. 

I. Qualifications. 

1. Special fitness by nature, training and personal qualities 
for the particular work to be done. 
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2. The applicant must possess good physical health and neat 
personal appearance, and pleasing personality. 
II. Positions open to third class assistants. 

1. Temporary assistants directly under the head of any dei»art- 

ment already provided for, viz. : 

a. Reference and loan department. 

b. Catalog department. 

c. Office department. 

2. Messengers, janitors, pages or day laborers. 

III. Salaries for third class assistants range from ten to sixty-five dol- 
lars per month, to be determined by the nature of the work 
and the special aptitude exhibited by the person for the work. 

4. Fourth Class (apprentices) qualifications, reciuirements and compensa- 

tion. 
I. Qualifications. 

1 Not less than high school graduation. 

2. All the natural and personal characteristics required of all 
other employes of the library. 
II. Requirements. 

1. Continuous service in the library on the same days and 

hours as the employes of the other classes and for a 
period of not less than three nor more than ten months. 

2. Each apprentice is expected to do under supervision of the 

head of a department all kinds of work done by any 
assistant in the library. 
III. Compensation. 

1. Persons working as apprentices shall receive small compen- 
sation, the teaching given by salaried members of the 
staff being deemed an even exchange for the service 
rendered the library by the apprentice. 
Notes. 

1. The library is never under any obligation to accept any one 

as an apprentice. 

2. No apprentice can work up to a position on the staff of 

State Library in class one or two, without taking at 
least one year of training in a library school, and pos- 
sessing the scholastic requirements. 

5. Retaining a position when secured depends upon . ^ 

1. Efficiency of service. 

2. Congeniality as a member of the staff. 

3. Punctuality and regularity in service. 

4. Loyalty to the Board, the Institution and the Librarian. 

Aeeoi'diiig to the rules adopted on March 20, 1908, applicants 
who fulfill th(;se I'ecjuir-eiiieiits may take the exainination for staff 
positions. 

Several regular positions on the staff have been filled by exauii 
nation, and the results have been exceedingly satisfactory. 
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ROOMS IN THE BASEMENT. 

Thei'e aiv two rooms for t\u) us(» of the library in tlie basement, 
hoih of which are very much crowded. In one of the rooms tliere 
are stored, in regular order, about eight hundred complete volumes 
of magazines and ten thousand single numbers. These are used for 
exchange purposes with Indiana libraries. In this room, also, are 
the classified reports of the State offices and institutions for many 
years past. They are preserved for exchange purposes. The re- 
ports and proceedings of the Indiana Academy of Science are also 
filed here. There are several thousands of them and they are held 
for future use in supplying the demands of new members. This 
room is now so crowded that nothing further can be stored in it. 

The other room is used largely for unpacking and distributing 
the documents. There are filed here House Journals, Senate Jour- 
nals and Documentary Journals, extending as far back as we 
possess them. They are distributed regularly to all Indiana libra- 
ries. State institutions, State officers and members of the Legis- 
lature. This distribution occurs on the average twice a year. It 
will soon be necessary for the library to have additional room in 
the basement if these journals and State reports are to be kept on 
file. 

A NEW BUILDING. 

The great need for the growth of this institution is a new build- 
ing. The library is growing, but the limit of usefulness for the 
arrangement of books and the convenience of readers has now been 
reached. Everybody desires the library to grow. The State of 
Indiana is large enough and rich enough to deal liberally with this 
matter. At present we cannot arrange our material to the best 
advantage; the various departments do not have the proper room 
for the best work; the catalog room is a part of the reading room, 
and the noise from its work is an annoyance ; we can not plan large 
things for the future. These are some of the hindrances to growth. 
Here, then, are the reasons for the proposed improvement: 

First. If the library is to be of use in the State, it must grow. 
The newspaper files alone (and they are valuable for the future 
historian) are now crowding the shelves. The department of In- 
diana Archives will grow rapidly from now on. Books in all de- 
partments of learning, literature and science are in demand daily. 
The State is behind in its collection of books. We cannot make any 
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claims of process and remain inactive. The library cannot grow 
without ade(|uate, well arranged space. Mere rooms will not do. 
There is no more room in the Capitol. The building is crowded. 
The same condition exists in the Museum. JTow sliall we grow with- 
out a building suitable for the purposes? 

Second. A library among other ofiSces does not, and never has 
met the demands. It is a recognized fact that a separate structure 
alone solves the problem. Colleges and cities obtain a library as 
soon as possible. 

Third. Indiana is a literary center, and such a building would 
be a credit and a matter of pride to the whole State. It would be 
for the whole State, to whose service it is devoted. 

Fourth. It would bring together the State interests, which are 
virtually one, namely, Library, Museum, Library Commission, His- 
torical Society, Board of Education (which controls the library), 
and Indiana Academy of Science, all of which are educational, 
even though two of the officials at the head of those departments 
are nominated by political conventions. A large amount of space 
would thus be left in the Capitol for the offices now needing it. 

Fifth. Any other arrangement of offices would not allow the 
library and Museum to increase. There is no arrangement of the 
building which can be made so that these growing interests can be 
accommodated. They cannot be divided by putting part in one 
place and part in another. 

A State Library and Museum can be built adjoining the present 
State House grounds. As has been mentioned in the Bulletin, 
other States have such buildings and have gone far ahead of In- 
diana. 

The Indiana Centennial Commission, of which the Librarian was 
a member and secretary, was authorized by the law of 1911 to 
select a site and prepare plans for a State Educational Building 
to be dedicated in 1916 as a memorial of the State's centennial. 
This commission made its report to the Legislature of 19.13. 



PORTRAITS OF THE GOVERNORS. 

In the Indiana State Library are hung the portraits of the 
Governors of the State. At present four are lacking — those of 
William Hendricks, 1822-1825; Winfield T. Durbin, 1901-1905; 
Thomas R. Marshall, 1909-1913 ; and Samuel M. Ralston, 1913-1917. 
It is impossible to secure the portrait of William Hendricks, but 
Winfield T. Durbin has promised to donate his to the State. 
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SCOPE AND NEEDS. 

The demands upon the Library are now varied. We have calls 
for books not merely in history, economics, sociology, and for pub- 
lic documents, but in education, general literature, science, theology, 
art, medical science, and for most of the periodicals and reports of 
learned societies. The library is now growing in these depart- 
ments, but should grow more. The Indiana State Library ought to 
be the home of scholars, the place where every citizen will turn 
when he has any matter of research in hand. The library must be 
made a necessity to the various boards, for their work reacts on the 
whole State. The ideal, then, is a great reference library, a center 
for the State. 

The needs, therefore, are very clear. A larger library is the 
first ; more funds to secure this ; and lastly, a Library and Museum 
building as shown elsewhere. The present number of volumes is 
65,614 and the purpose is to keep on increasing as fast as funds 
will allow.
